_ to a — the Act - them made and publiſhed;immediately before their forcible /aterruption,intituled, Aus AG ageinſ ater ps A 
people without their conſent in Parliament: which ACt of theirs proceeds in theſe words, And be it further exatted, thit no Perſonor Perſons ſhall after the 11 of OGober 
1659 Aſeſs, Levy, Colle#, Gather or Receive, any Cuſtome, Impoſtr, Exciſe, A ſeſment,Contribation, Tix, Tillage, or any ſun or ſums of money, or other Impoſitions whatſoee 
ver, upon the people of this Common wealth, without their conſent in Parliament, or as by Law might have been done before the 3 of November, 1640. And be it further enaGed 
and declared, that eucry perſon offending againſt this AT ſhall be,and is hereby adjudged to be guilty of High Treaſon, and (hall forfeit and ſuffer as in eaſe of High Treaſon 
E:creupon We judg 'd it meet and equitable to make this following Declaration. | 

We ds therefore declare that we do freely, cordially, and unanimouſly aſſent to the equity of this Act, as conſonant to the fundamentall Laws of our Nation, the 
benefit whereof we doubt not but we may pony claim, as our birth- _- inall ſach caſes apd concernments, 

And accordingly we do hereby declare that weare ready and willing, as ſoon as an opportunity is given us,to make choice of ſuch Perſons as may. Declare our cong 
{cnt in Parliament, for the raiſing of ſuch ſums of money, as by them ſhall be thought neceſlary to defray the publick charges, and mannage the publick concerns of 
thc Nation, ſceing moſt of thoſe perſons that were formerly choſen by us for this purpoſe, are cither taken away*by death,or by ſecluſion debarr'd from fitting inthe 
Huuſe, | ; | | 
Ard wedo hereby further declare that we neither do nor ſhall ever give our conſent, that ar.y Aſleſment ſhould be made, or impoſition laid upon ns by any perſon or 
perſons whatſoever, untill our conſeat be ſo declared by perſons thus choſen and intruſted by us for this ead and purpoſe. ' 

And therefore it any perſon cr perſons whatſoever thall contrary tothe foremen tioned Aft,and the Fuandaryent Lawes of this Nation,lay any Aﬀeſment or Impo- 
C1i-n upon us before our coalſer.t 15 thus declared, under what pretence or colour ſoever of authority or nece{itry-irſhall be done, wedo hereby declare to the World, 
that we are under miniteſt conſtraint and force, and our Guods and Eſtates zre violently extorted from us, contrary to Law and Juſtice, which injuries we ſhall no 
\vpger bear then an opportunity (hall be offered uz to right our ſelves, and repoſleſs thoſe priviledges that pertain to us by the Laws ot our Nation, 

And hereunto ſo univerſa)l and unanimous is our Concurrence, that it would beendlefſs for us to ſubſcribe our Names(which neither this nor many fuch papers could 
contain)but yet it any doubt or miſtruſt of the truth of the matter hereby declaredſhould be conceived or pretended by any,and the Members of Partiament now fitting 
(whom we conceive it does 1n a fpectall manner concern) ſhalldefire a viſible Teſtimony hereunto, for their further ſatisfaction and more full aſſurance of the truth 
nd realty hereof, we {hall be ready upon theleaſt intimation thereof by them given w,in the ſeveral] Cities and Counties of the Land, to own and ſubſcribe to what is
